O was 
there none ſuch, are youſure, becauſe the Roma and 
no ſuch recozd? It isnoſufficient reaſon, to carry u- 
tam from their owne old Regiſters by the woꝛdes and 
ſilence of outlandiſh wuters. Bou knowe and Jam 
ſure, there are no meane matters left out of pꝛophane 
Hiſtoꝛies, which arẽ in eccleſiaſticall Hiſtoʒies, and ne⸗ 
uertheleſle allowed. The moze they leaue out the glo⸗ 
rie of our land, the moꝛe J pꝛeſume by the nature offor: 
raine countries, that our land was enuied, becauſe it 
was moſt glozious.

wo noblemen that partly by nature, and part⸗ 
uw by art, could make their bodies indefatiga⸗ 
bie foz euery attempt and exploit agreed be⸗ 
tweene themlelueg to try. whether books of hiſtozie, oz 
deuiſes of their ovon would make the moze bzaue man.

ſhozt of thoſe patterns, and pet was glad whe he came 
neere them:the deuiler ſetting his mind on emulation. 
ſearched the cauſes of auncient excellencies, and by ad- 
ding tothe to the cftectes, and went be- 
yond them all in what caſe he would. The bookman 
laith⸗giue me the life of (Alexander, the life of C/ar,the 
life of Sanaerbeg, and then thinketh he hath gotten the 
ſpoyles ofthe Eaſt and neſt, and all patterns of glozy 
that may be gotten:the deuiler ſaith, let me ſee the cau- 
les that made thoſe thꝛee men lo eminent aboue other 
men: ſo J ſhallpercetuea defect of theſe cauſes in Hi⸗ 
ſtozians: then J mult en and 1

word, it appeareth platnly, that many men which 2

my iudgement be an erroꝛ, J would know, fromm what 

cauſe the firſt Doctozs had their Artes befoꝛe bookes :
